Wuile | assure you that I sincerely 
mingle my regrets with yours and with 
his on the subject, permit me, my excel- 
lent Gregoire, to accompany them witha 
few observations that i owe to the cause 
of truth and to my own blameless charac- 
ters Yes, my friend, f appeal to yourself, 
to our intimate intercourse of near twenty 
years, when | repeat this claim of charac« 
ter. It cannot be denied me in any coun- 
try ; and your letter itself, with ali i's ex- 
' postulating severity, is a proof of the sene 
timent in you which justifics my appeal. 

The engraving in question is gone lorth, 
and unfortunately cannot be recalled. If 
IL had less delicacy than Ll really bave to- 
wards you and other catholic christian 
whom you consider as ‘nsukked by the 
prosteaten of their emblems which you 
therem discover, | might content myself 
Wich staimg, what is he fret, thet this 
engraving and the picture trom wich it 
was ken were made ia England whde I 
was iw America; and taatl knew nothing 
of is compusihou till ib Wes sent ever @ 
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gee not only engraved, but printed and 
prepared for publication. | My portion 
therefore in the crime, ff itts a crime, is 
only the act of what ont Jawvers term nf 
accomplice after the fact. But my affec- 
tionate regard for an offended brother will 
not suffer me to meet his complaint with 
so short av answer. T must discuss the 
subject, and reply to the whole charge as 


thouch it were all my own ; premisingy 


as I have already done, that I am sorry 
there is occasion for it, and regret that 
the engraving was ever made, 

How much our religions opinions de- 
pend on the place of our birth! Had yeu 
and I been born in the same place, there 
js no doubt but we should have been of 
the same religion. Had that place been 
Constantineple, we must have been mus- 
selmen. Hut now the musselmen call us 
infidels ; we pity thetr. weakness, and call 
them infidels in our turn. I was born in 
@ place where catholic christians are not 
known but by report ;_ and the discipline 
ef our sect taught us to consider them, 
not indeed as iufidels, but as a species of 
idojators. Jt was believed by us, though 
erroncous!y, that they worshipped images, 
We now find that they employed then 
only as instruments of worship, not as the 
object. But there is no wonder that to 
the vulgar apprehension of our people it 
should appearaswe were taught to belicve ; 
and that those nations who bow the knee 
before these emblems of deity. and address 
their prayers to them, should be consider- 
ed as resily worshipping them. This 
idea was perhaps corroborated by their 
prayers being uttered in an unknown 
tongue. 

The decalogue of Moses had inspired 
us wil). an abhorrence for images, aud for 
those who bow down to them and worship 
them ; and hence arose our unhappy aver- 
sion to the catholics. We were told that 
their churches were full of pictures, statues 
and other visible representations, not only 
of the blessed virgin, of all the apostles and 
many of the saints, but of every person in 
the holy trinity. Our fathers had protest- 
ed aguinst that great section of the chris- 
tian family which calls itseJf the mother 
church, not merely on account of the sale 
of indulgences, against which Luther had 
Jed the revolt, but likewise on account 
of its making these pretended images of 
the inimageable God. 

The sect of puritans, in. which I was 
born and educated, and to which I stil! ad- 
here for the same reason that you adhere 
to the catholics, a conyiction that they are 
Yight, were the class of reformers, who 
pirece themselves at the greatest remove 
from the metres churchs and retained the 
Jeast respect for heremblems and the oth- 
er ceremonials’ of her worship. They 
could sufer no bisheps, no mitrés, crosiers, 
crucifixes or censers -. They orade no pro- 
cessions. carried no lighted candies through 

the streets at noon-day ; neither cid*they 
Jeave them burning in their churches 
throuzh the mghti, when nv human eye 
was there to see them, hav.ng entirely 
Jost sight Of this pact of the institutions of 
Zoroaster, Isis, and Ceres. They would 
wos eHow hele prayers wo be written in 
any language, not even in Latin, though 
they did not understand it. But they chose 
to utter their supplications ex tempore, 
hike their other discourses,to communicate 
their own leas, to express their wants 
and offer their confessions directly to the 
invisible God ; through a mediator indeed, 
bur without holding him in their hand, or 
having him fixed in effizy on a cross before 
their eyes. ~ They had no organs in their 
churches, no instrumental music in their 
worship, which they held to be always pro- 
fane. 

These people made use of no cross but 
the mysticabone of murifying their sins ; 
and if they had been called upon to join 
in acrusade tothe holy land, they must 
have marched without a standard. They 
would have fought indéed with as much 
bravery as saint Loujs or the lion Richard ; 
bnt when they had reconquered the tomb 
of Christ they would have trampled on 
the cress with as fervent a zeal as they 
would wpon the crescent. They were 
not conversant with what we -call the fine 
arts ; they spoke to the ear, but not to the 
eye ; and having no reverence for images 
or emblems, they despised those that had, 
though they were doubtless wrong in so 
coing. 

I mention these things, my wortby 
ffierd, not with the least idea of levity or 
evasion; but to prove to you how totally 
you have mistaken my meaning and my 
mantive ; to shew by what chain of cir- 
é€umstances; mosily foreizn to our own 
Merits or demerits, our habits of opinion, 
our cast of character are formed; to shew 
how natural it is that a man of my origin 
and education, my course of stady and the 
views | must have taken of the morals of 
nations, their causes and tendencies, 
should attribute much of the active errors 
that «flict the human race to the use of 
emblems, aml to the fatal facility with 
wirich they are mistaken for realities by 
the great vulgar of mankind; how the 
best of christians of one sect may consid- 
erthe christian emblems of another sect, 
as frejudices of a dangerous tendency, and 
honestly wish to see them destroyed ; and 
all this without the Jeast hostility to their 

fundamental doctrines, or suspicion of 
giving Offence. 

1 never supposed that those Hollanders 
who, to obtain leave to carry on com- 
merce in Japan, trampled on the cross, 
#8 a proof that they did not belong to the 
same hation with the Portuguese who had 
done so much mischief in tirat island, re- 
ally meant to renounce their religion as 
ehristions, when they trod upon its catho- 
Vic emblems. The act micht be repre- 
orto. a being done for lucre ; but it 
penta de rl extremely different in the 

: sects of christians. To 


ge eatholic who identifies the cross avith 
the gospel, our only hope of salvation, if 
must appear a horrid crime, but to « pro- 
testant we may éasily éonceive it might 
appear of little moment, and by no means 
a renunciation of the gospel. 

You have now furnished in your owo 
person an additional example, and a most 
striking one, of identifying the symbo! 
with the substance. In yourJetterto me, 
you treat the cross and the gospel as the 
same thing. Had I been si'Ticiently a- 
ware of the force of that habit of combi- 
nation ‘among the catholics, especially in 
a mind of those accute perceptions and 
strong sensibilities which I know to belong 
tq yours, IT should surely have suppressed 
the engraving. 

You must perceive by this time, that 
you have’ mistaken my principles and feel- 
ings in another point of view. You sup- 
pose I should be greatly offended “ to see 
the symbols of liberty, so dear to me, 
trampled under foot before my eyes.” 
Not at all my friend. Leave to me and 
my country the great realities of I.berty; 
and I freely give you up its emblems. 
There was no time in the American revo- 
} Jution, though I was then young and en- 
thusiastic, when you might not have cut 
down every liberty pole and burnt all the 
red.caps-in the Unrted States, and I woul: 
have looked on with tranquility, perhaps 
have thanked you for your trouble. My 
habits of feeling and reasoning, already 
accounted for, had accustomed me to re- 
gard these trappings rather as dcurimen- 
tal than advantageous to the cause they 
are meant to support. These images we 
never greatly multiplied in this country. 
I have seen more \berty caps at one sit- 
ting of the Jacobin club in Paris, than 
were ever seen in all America. 

You will say perians that it is the dif- 
ference of national character which makes 
the distinction. Thisis doubtless true ; 
en the cause of this differ- 
faracter of our two nations? 
Mniversal use of emblems in 
one, and the almost universal disuse of 
them in the other, had as great if nota 
greater effect than all other causes, in pro- 
ducing such difference? Ido not say that 
our national character is beter than yours ; 
far from it. I speak frankly; I think you 
ufidervalue the French character. I have 
a high esteem for that nation. They are 
.an amiable, intelligent, generous, hospita- 
ble, unguspicious people. i say nothing 
of their government, whether regal, revo- 
lutionary or imperial. In prvate friead- 
ship they are as disinterested and unsha- 
ken, atJeast as any people J have seen. 
Of this IT could cite numerous examples, 
both within my own experience anc that 
of others; though it would establish my 
position in my own mind if Lwere able to 
mention none but you. 

It would indeed be paying too high a 
compliment to any nation on earth to cite 
Gregoire as a sample of its moral and so- 
cia] character. If all catholics bad been 
like Pou, the world at this day would all 
be catholics. And 1 may say, I hope 
without offence, that if all psgans had 
been Jike you, tits world had all been pa- 
gans; there might have been no need of 
catholics, no pretext for the sect of puri- 
tans. 

This is an amiable discussion between 
you and me. The suavity of your 
manner does honor to the fortitude 
with which you defend your principles ; 
though itis not easy to perceive aguinst 
what opponent you are defending them. 
Your letter expatiates in a wide field and 
embraces many subjects. But really, my 
friend, the greater part of it has nothing 
more to do with me than one of Cicero's 
letters to Atticus. You begin by suppos- 
ing that F have renounced christatity 
myself, and that [ attempt to overturn the 
system by ridicule and insult. Neither 
of whichis true; for neither of which 
have you the least color of proof. No, 
my honest accuser, the proof is not in the 
book. Review the work with all the ac- 
cumen of your discernment, and you must, 
you will recall the hasty accusation. J] 
defy you and all the critics of the English 
language to point out a passage, if taken 
in its natural, unavoidable meaning, which 
militates against the genuine principles, 
practice, faith and hope of the christian 
system, as inculcated tn the gospels and 
explained by the apostles whose writings 
accompany the gespels in the volume of 
the new testament. 

On the contrary, I. believe, and you 
have compelled me on this occasion to 
express my belief, that the Cojumbiad, 
taken in all its parts of text and notes and 
preface, is More favorable to sound and ri- 
gid morals, more friendly to virtue, more 










 ctéar And unequivocal in pointing out the 


road to national dignity and individual hap- 
piness, More ‘€nergetic in its devuncia- 
tions of tyranny and oppression in every 
shape, ifjustice and wickedness in all their 
forms, and consequently more consonant 
to what you acknowledge to be the spirit 
of the gospel, than all the writings of all 
that list of christian authors of the tree 
last ages, Whom you havecited as the glo- 
ry of christendom, and strung them on 
the alphabet, from Addison down to Win- 
keiman. Understand me fight, my just 
and generous friend; 1 judge net my po- 
em as a work of genius. I canaot judge 
it nor class it hor compare it in that re- 
spect because itis my own. But | know 
it as a moral work; | can judge and dare 
pronounce upon its tendency. its bencficial 
effect upon every candid mind; and | am 
confident you will yet join me in opinion. 
But let me repeat my prayer that you wil! 
not misiake the spirit of this observation. 
It ts not from vanity that I spesk; my 
book isnot a work of genius; the maxims 
in it are not My oOWn; they ars yours, 
| they are those of good men tiat have 

gone before us both ; they are drawn 
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} from the rospele froin Pi stort from the 


unlettére !.volume of moral ature, from 
the experience and athe inexpevence of 
untappy nian in bis variotts struggles af- 
ter happ ness ; from all his errors and all 
his objects in the social state. My only 
merit lies in-puttine them together with 
filelity.§ My work is only a transcript of 
the tablet of my mind, imprest with these 
images asthey pass before jt. | 

You will see that I have nothing to do 
with the unbelievers who have attacked 
the christian system. either before the 
French revolution, or durin or since that 
monamental period. { am not one of 
them. You say | resemble them not in 
any thing else ; you will now add that I 
resemble them not in this. 

So far as you have discovered a cause 
of the failure of that revolution in the re- 
nunciation of the christiay Lath by those 
who held, in stormy quik succession, the 
reins of your government, } thank vou for 
the discovery. I was jn want of more 
causes than I had yet perceived, to ac- 
count for the unhappy catastrophe of that 
Yigantic struccle of all the virtues against 
all the vices that politic:l society has 
known. Yon have discovered a cause ; 
but there is such a thing in logic as the 
cause of a cause. Lf have thought, but 
Perhans it is an error, thatthe reason why 
the minds of the French people took the 
turn they did, on the breaking out of the 
revolution, was to be found in the comph- 
cated ceremonisls of their worship, and 
what you yourself would term the non es- 
sentials of their religion. 

The reasonable limits of a letter wili 
not allow me to do justice to this idea.— 
lo give it the proper developement wou!d 
require five times the volume that I shail 
give to the present goammunication, The 
innumerable varietics of pomp and cir- 
cumstance which the disciphne of the 
church had inculcated and enjoined, be- 
came so incorporated with the vital prin 
ciptcs of faith and practice; and these ex- 
teriors were overloaded with abuses to 
such a degree, that te discriminate and 
take them down, without injuring the sys- 
tem, required a nicer eye tha the people 
Call possess, a steadier hand than can 
comport with the hured movement of a 
great revolution. 

The scaffolding of your church, permit 
me to say it, had so enclosed, perforated, 
overlooked and underpropt the buiding, 
that we could not be surprised, though 
sorely grieve to seethe reformer lay lis 
hand likea blind Sampson, to the great 
substantsa! pillars, heave and overturn the 
whole encumbered ed fice together, and 
bury himselfin the reins. Why did they 
make a goddess of reason?) Why erect a 
statute of ityerty? A mass of dead mat- 
ter for a living eneretic principle ! Have 
the courage, my good friend, to answer 
these questions. You know it was for the 
same cause that the people of Moses, 
made their golden cali The calf Apis 
had from time immemorial become a go.! 
in Egypt. The people were in the habit 
of seeing their divine protector in that 
substantial beyal form, with two horns, 
four legs and’a tail ; and this habit was so 
interwoven in the texture of their mind 
as to becom: apart of the intellectual man. 
The privations incident to a whole moving 
nation subjected them to msny calamities. 
No human hand ¢culd relieve t+ -m ; they 
felt a necessity of secking aid froma su- 
pernatural agent, but no satisfaction in 
praying to an invisible God. They had 
never thought of sech a being; and they 
could not bring themselves at once to the 
habit of forming conceptions of him with 
sufficient clearness and confidence to make 
him an object of adoration, to which they 
could address their supplications in the 
day of great affl ctions. 

Forty years of migration were judged 
necessary to suppress the habit of using 
idgts in their worship; durivg which time 
their continual marches would render it at 
once incohvenient tor the people to. move 
the heavy gods andto conceal them in 
thei baggage; while the severity of mili 
tary discipline must expose their tents 
and ther effects to the (requent inspection 
of their officers. 

Shall I apply this principle to the 
French nation in herrevolution? No, my 
friend, it is too delicate a task fora for- 
eigner who has received her hospitality ; 
I will leave it to your own compssstonate 
and philanthropic mind. You will recol- 
lect how often I partook of your grief dur- 
ing thatsceneof moraldegradation. No 
sooner did you and the other virtuous Jea- 
ders in the revolution begin to speak of 
august | berty, holy reason and the divine 
rights of man, than tie artizans took up 
the hammer, the chissel. and the plaister 
of Paris. . They must reduce these gods to 
form before they could present them to 
the people with anv ciance of their being 
understood ; they must créate before they 
could atore. ‘Trace this ptiaciple throug! 
five years of your histery, and you will 
find why the catholic religion was over- 
turned, morality laid as!eep, and the ob- 
ject of the revolution irretrievably lost, at 
ieast for our day. 

My dear Geeyoire, I am glad you have 
written me this letter, though at first it 
gave me pein. [T wassorry to find my- 
self so enuirelg misconceived by a friend 
so highly valued; but I see your attack is 
easily repelled, a thine which I know will 
give you pleasure, and it furnishes me an 
occasion at the same time to render a picce 
of justice to myself in relatian to my fel- 
low-cit'zens. You must know J have en- 
emics inthis country. Not personal ones ; 
[I never had a personal encosy, to my 
knowledge, in any country. But they are

It has ever been seid and pubtis ed by 
these christian edicors, (1 neve heard of ip 


convention, when it was the fashion sa to 
do, and made a goleain recantation of my 
christain faith, declaring myself an atheist 
or deist, or some other anti-christian 4- 
postate ; I know not what. forI never yst 
“have seen the piece. Now, as an active 
m -mber of that convention, a steady atten- 
dant at their sittings, and my most intl 
mate friend, you know that such a thing 
could not be done withont your knowl- 
edge; youknow therefore that it was not 
done; you know [never went but once 
to the bar of that convention, which was 
on the occasion to which you allude in the 
letter now before me, to present anad- 
dress from the constitutional suciety in 
London, of which | was a member. You 
know I always svmpathised in your grief 
and partook of all your resentment while 
such horrors and plasphemies were pas- 
sing, of which these typographical cann)- 
bals of reputation have made me a paru- 
cipant. 

These calumnies you see could not be 
refuted by me while I did not koow of 
their existence. But there is another 
reason Which you will not conceive of ti 
Linform you. The ed:tors of newspa- 
pers, you know, ought to be considered as 
exercising a sacred function ; they are the 
high priests of public opinion, which is 
the high court of character, the guardian 
of public morals. Now I am ashamed to 
inform you that there are editors in this 
country who will publish the grossest ca- 
luinny egainst a citizen, and refuse to 
publish us refutation. This is an immo- 
rality unknown in France since the death 
of Marat. 

A private letter of mine, written from 
Paris, was mutilsted in this country, made 
to say things that [ never wrote nor thu’t, 
and published in all our anti-republican 
papers. I saw ita year after the date, 
and immediately wrote an explanatory 
letter, Which re-established my first inten- 
tion. § This last I then published in Paris, 
London ind Philadelphia. Not one edi- 
tor who printed the original mutilsted let- 
ter has, to this day, printed my answer ; 
though it was published in all those pla- 
ces ten years ago. And perhaps not one 
person in twenty who read the first has 
ever. scen the second. or yet knows of its 
existence, except these ediiors who refu- 
sed tu publish it. 

You must not suppose fiom this state- 
ment of facts that I am angry with these 
people. On the contrary, I pity and for- 
give theme And there ts no great merit 
w this, for they are not my enemies. They 
ooly do the work they are set about by 
their patrons and supporters, the monar- 
chists of America. Their object is not 


my republican writings. 

They now publish vour letter with great 
avidity because they think it will tend to 
decry my poem. It may have this effec: 
ina smail degree ; but [ still thank them 
for multiplying your publication. There 
1s no work of yours that 1 do not wish to 
see universally read in Ameriea: and | 
hope soon to find in our language and in 
the hands of all our readers your last ve- 
ry curious and interesting treatise de la 
literature des negres. \t isa work of in- 
defatigable research, and brings to light 
many facts unknown in this country ; 
where the cause of humanity is most tn- 
terested in propogating that species of 
knowledge. I hope the manuscript copy 
of Mr. Warden’s translation is not lost ; 
or if itis, tuat he will be able to furnish 
our bookscHers with another. 

lf I had renounced christianity, as your 
Ictter scews to suppose, that letter aod my 
reflections on your life and’ conversation 
would certainly bring me beck. For you 
judge me right when you sey i am wot 
ashamed to own myself possibly in the 
wrong, ar in other words to conf-ss my- 
selfa man. The gospel! has surely done 
great good in the world; and if, as you 
-imagine, I am indebted in any measure 
to that for the many excellent qualities of 
my wile, | owe it much indeed. 

I must now terminate my letter; or I 
shal! be obliged to turn from yen to the 
pubf.c, with an apology for making it so 
ong: since E must offer i tothe public 
in my country and trust to your sense and 
justice to do the same in yours and in 
your language, in order to give it a chance 
of meeting vour letter in the hand of all 
its readers. If, thus united, they. serve 
ho other purpose, they will be at least a 
short lived monument of our friendship, 


and eandor with witch a dispute may be 
conducted, even on the subject of religion.

ENGLAND. 

Difficulties are likely to thicken in our 
foreign relations. Whatare Mr. Jackson's 
yositions, cannot be conjectured. Sev- 
eral indications, however, which have taken 
place, excite our fears that the most just 
gnd conciliatory proposals would mect 
eth extraneous difficulties, engendered 
by a perverse devotion to French attach- 
ts: We allude to the bitter reproach-

a! fatellicencer, os well as to the untrue 
jatimation, that Me. Jackson had on his 
arrival signified, that his mission did not 

wire immediate attention. This mis- 
representation was made a Prop of the 
charge of insincerity acainst Great Britain, 
aud to countenance the suggestion, that 
be was come here without any instructions, 
to compose the controversies Which exist. 

FRANCE, 

All the recent accounts from Europe 
concur in depicting our affuirs with France 
as bighly menacing, i! not actually pushed 
beyond the state of pexce. The cause ot 
this rupture is distincily to be seen in the 
policy of France, which preceded and cau- 
ged our embargo Nothing will cun- 
tent her, which docs not accord with her 
system of destroying all commerce in or- 
der to affect England. The .lemand has, 
therefore, never ceased to be made, thot 
we should take our choice of abstaining 
from trading with her, and that this object 
muy be securely attained, we are called 
upon to renounce all foreign trade, except 
with France ; or if we would not consent 
thus far to meet the wishes of Bonaparte, 
we were to encounter his enmity in a more 
declared and palpable form, than he has 
yet exercised it against us. If, therefore, 
some collision of a momentous nature flocs 





pot soon take place with Great Britaia or 


her allies, it must necessarily follow with 
France. Even now the arrest of our citi- 
gens in that country may have been added 
to the confiscation of our property, held 
thas long asa security for good behaviour. 
In this critical conjuncture, all we hear 
from Washington is calculated to increase 
the expectation of accommodation with 
France ; whilst the doubtlul edmonition of 
danger is left to stesl upon us throush un- 
official and casual chonnels. 
SPAIN, 

To darken the gloom which overcasts 
gur horizon, it is said that the executive 
has fatally “etermined to reject the minis- 
ter, through whom the rightful govern- 
ment of Spain, now emancipated from the 
thraldom of ber oppressor, has sent us 
pledges of her friendship and good corres- 
pondence. What will an impartial world 
think of our degeneracy? Those wio 
earessed the murderers of their magnan- 
imous friend and ally,” sought to excuse 
their ingratitude by their d: votecness to 
the repudlican principles professed by the 
revolutionists and Uieir hateed of Royalty. 
But what will they plead on favor of the 
usurpation ofthe crown of our other friend, 
when the robber openly avows lis purpose 
of wearing ithimsclf{?) Should thes min- 
jster be turned away, -the ruling motive 
will adm't of no concealment. It will be 
the identice! principle, which procured the 
contemptuous rejection of Mr. Monroe's 
treaty 5 the same that umposed the embar- 
go; the same that furiously called for let.

Don Onis if refused an scknowledgment, 
Will be the victim of Gallic influence, 
though the act will involve the return of 
evil for good toa nation, that generously 
befriended us when we were making a 
aimilar strugefe, anda disregard of the 
law of nations, having a tendency to force 
into an hostile attitude anear neighbor 
and large customer. 

There is no man so stup.d or so corrupt 
as to avow the shadow of a title in Bona- 
parte to the crown of Spain. The peo- 
ple of the country are animated with an 
astonishingly uniform and persevering op- 
position to the degrading claim, and wher- 
ever they have not been positively kept 
down by main force, they have manifest. 
€d their horror at the usurpation, by taking 
wp arms and shedding their blood in vin- 
dictation of their rights. No part of Spatn 
js occupied by the subjects of Bonaparte, 
but that which is covered by his barbarous 
soldiery. If the government, administer- 
ed for Ferdinand during his captivity, and 
without a single murmur acquiesced in by 
the Spanish nation, is incompetent to send 
an Ambussador; it must rise from the 
exclusive competency of the government 
of the Bonapattes to do it.

and torn as it were into different pieces, to 


make way for ihe establishment of other 
kingdoms 

Such will be the case on the exit of 
Napoleon, whenever it may take piace. 
There will be a contention among “ the 
marshals of the einpire” about its division, 
without regard to imperial relationship. 
Hence, if dos not appear during bis 
life time, that he is en amiitious madman, 
it will in time, even to the French nation ; 
sad precarious must be the tenure of a 
peopic’s government, the stability of which 
and of the nation’s d0asted greatness, de- 
peids on the fife of a sngle man ! 

Like Alexander, Napoleon has taught 
his generals, aid in fact the nation, to 
breathe nothing but ambition and war; 
and this, as was the case with the former 
may yet prove lutal to the people of france, 
and to the family of their ruler. There 
have but few men appeared in the world, 
and that at distant periods, or that can a- 
vain be expected to appear, capable of 
supporting the weight of such a poWwer,as 
now rests on the shoulders of the individ 
ual we are speaking of, 

Nothing but the immense armies which 
the French emperor has under his com- 
mand, and which he bas the art of keep 
ing4n good humor, could awe a great por- 
tion of the people of KLurope, into a peace- 
able demeanor. The pcople who ciarm 
him more particularly as their lord and 
master, and who aged to be tickled with 
notions of dzderty and eguadity, are now kept 
amused with the victomes of the armies, 
and the increasing power and gtory of tHe 
great nation, Paris, and a very few other 
cities, govern the public sentiment in 
France, and the rulersia those places 
know well how to give ita direction.
